 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 13 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 14

 (a) The Commissioner and the Chief Executive Officer may develop 17 

programs to provide services or produce goods used by: 18 

 

  (1) units of State government; 19 

 

  (2) political subdivisions of the State; 20 
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  (3) units of the federal government; 1 

 

  (4) units of other states; or 2 

 

  (5) political subdivisions of other states. 3 

 

 (b) (1) The Commissioner and the Chief Executive Officer, with the 4 

approval of the Secretary, may develop training programs to provide construction and 5 

construction–related services, as defined in Title 11, Subtitle 1 of the State Finance 6 

and Procurement Article, for State correctional facilities. 7 

 

  (2) The training programs will be developed in consultation with the 8
